1. Thirty Pds of PH Gamp No. 7710 were assigned to the so-called 
"mast construction detail" in KRASNOYiS SblO (30°6 5 h/59°44 ( N) 
iron July to deptember 1948,. Wooden masts, 13-5 and 20 feet 
long, similar to telegraph poles but without cross bars, were 
oet at various points- The system underlying the arrangement 
\ of the masts was not clear to the interrogated PW (see Annex). 

As far as could be remembered, a cable ditch was dug out to 
each of the marts. 

2. About 300 masts had been erected on a hill near PvY Gamp No. 

7710 in September 1946- Prom this hill a road led to a 
small brick builiing (see Annex) similar to a transformer 
station- About 1.3 miles from this house the P,vs du^ a 
hole, about 50 feet in diameter, and constructed in it a 
concrete base. The area was then surrounded with a board 
fence and became off-limits to all P.Ys. A few days later, 
a small labor latail was a^ain put to work within the 
fencad-in area- In the meantime, a small, brick cabin had 
been built on the concrete base- Badiating from this base, 
the PWs had to dig ditches about 16, 5 feet long- About 
4-inch wide iron or aluminium strips were laid in these 
ditches by Soviet workers. After the ditches had 
been leveled, a Soviet supervisor ordered the Pfs to leave 
the area. The purpose of the work was not known to bhe-
